‘The Fight at Ambigol. | 


From further telegraphicioformation received | 
yesterday from Wodehouse Pasha who has' 
returned from the scene of the recent action at : 
Ambigol, it appears that the Egyptian Camel | 
Corps, numbering 120 men and camels, inclad- 
ing some of the irregular Shaggiebs, caught 
ap the rearguard of the retreating Dervishes, | 
on the early morning of the 2nd inst. 

The Egyptian force fired on the rear guard ' 
who were loading their camels and the Der- 
vishes ran to the hills and returned the fire. 
This continued for upwards of an hour. Then | 
the Dervish Cavalry, which had not hitherto ' 
been seen, coming up bebind the hills, charged 
a party of the Camel Corps in position on the | 
right flank with their camels behind them. | 
The Dervish Cavalry succeeded in cutting off | 
the party from their camels and, supported by | 
nambers of spearmen, a severe hand to hand 
fight ensued, the Egyptians behaving most 
gallantly in face of overwhelming nambers. 

Ao almost exactly similar charge was made 
by another party of Dervish cavalry and foot- 
men on the left with much the same result. 
Fora short time there was a general mélée 
and heavy losses on both sides bat the Egyp- 
tian force, after losing Bimbashee Pyne, Intelli 
gence Officer, and the native officerin command 
of the Camel Corps, were forced toretire with 
a total luss of 26 Camel Corps, 8 Shaggieh 
irregulars aod 2 hospital orderlies, besides 15 
wounded. The remainder bave now returned to 
Sarras. 

As all the bodies of the Egyptians have not 
been found it is thought possible that some of 
them may have been wounded and taken priso- 
ners. Amoopgst those unaccounted for is the 
Egyptian officer, Saghkolaghasi Mohamed 
Fuad. 

In Wodehouse Pasha’s opinion the Dervish 
loss must have been very severe. 30 Darvish 
graves were found on the field, besides upwards 
of 60 camels and 20 horses. The Dervishes 
have retired South and all Egyptian troops 
have now retarned to their stations. 

Bimbashee Pyne’s body has been recovered 
and brought ioto Halfa where it has been 
buried. The loss of Bimbashee Pyne is deeply re- 
gretted, he was a very able and valuable officer 
aod had been in the Egyptian service upwards 
of a year.

We oanderstand that the samo answer was 
given as was previously made to the former 
deputation, viz., that no idea of reinstating 


the Patriarch in his position could be enter- 


tained until he apologised ,for his condact 
and consented to accept the conditions de- 
manded by the Government and the Coptic 
Council. 


The Inspectors of Octroi of the City of Cairo 
were received yesterday at Abdeen Palace 
by the Khedive to thank His Highness for the 
elevation in rank recently conferred upon 
them. 


On Sunday next, being the anniversary of the 
accession of His Highness the Khedive to the 
Throne, salotes of 21 guns will be fired at noon 
at the Polygon, Abbasseeyeh, at the Cairo 
Citadel, and at Alexandria and Port Said. 


The health of His Kxcellency Mastapha 
Pasha Fehmy, President of the Council and 
Minister of the Interior, continues to improve. 


His “Excellency Nubar Pasha arrived at 
Alexandria yesterday by the Messageries 
Maritimes mail steamer Yang Tse and left by 
the afternoon express for Cairo with his son, 
His Exceltency Boghos Pasha Nubar, who had 
come down from Cuiro the previous evening to 
meet his distinguished father. 

The ex Premier is in excellent health and 
spirits. 


A deputation of Sheikhs and Omdebs of 
the Province of Gheezeh waited on the Minister 
of Finance, the Financial Adviser and the 
Under Secretary of State for Finance yester- 
day morning to express their thanks to the 
Government for the recent redaction of land 
tax in that Province. 


A Cairo contemporary announces that the 
Gheezeh Palace has been condemned as an 
unfit place for the Maseum. The news is 
slightly premature, 28 the committee, who are 
now engaged io examining the building, nave 
not yet finished their labours anda report will 
have to be written embodying the results of 
their work and expressing their conclasions, 

There is little doubt that the committee will 
come to a decision unfavourable to the present 
building as a site forthe Museum, and it is 
greatly to be hoped that the oppurtanity will 
be taken advantage of to remove the Museum 
in to Cairo and to install it in a suitable building 
where its valuable contents will be secare 
against fire.

The fire that occurred on Wednesdsy night in 
Cairo was one of the largest that have visited 
thet city for sometime. The alarm was given 
shortly efter ten o'clock and the city steam fire 
engines were on the spot with commendable 
promptitude. As is always the case in Usiro, on 
the occasion of a big fire, great difficulty was 
experienced in obtaining water for the engizes. 
There are no hydrants from which water could 
be drawn and the only means of procaring it 
was by the city water carts, which oarried smal! 


sapplies from atap in front of the Mixed Tribunals | - 


to the scene of the fire. Owing to the want of 
water the flames were masters of the sitaation for 
some time and it was not until half past two that 
they were got under and even then they broke 
out egain at half past three bat were quickly 
extinguiehed, 

The fire broke oatia a café and spirit shop 
in the Sook Khodar, a small street running 
parallel with the Mooskeeon the North side, 
® little distance from the Western end. The 
flames made their way right throogh the block 
of buildings to the Mooskee; the top stories 
of the houses facing into that street were quite 
gutted, while the shops below were untouched. 
Some ten ors dozen different houses appeared 
to have been destroyed, more or leas completely, 
bat an oexsot estimate of the damage is very 
difficult. The Fire Brigade worked well and 
plackily, their efforts being rendered the more 
laborious by the diffisalty of getting the hoses 
into position and the want of water. An old 
Frenchman and his wife, the latter having only 
one leg, were rescued by Bimbashee Blong, who 
tied the dld lady into the bag provided for the 
parpose and slid her down the Aire escape. 
Miralai Harington Bey and Bimbashee Blong had 
@ varrow escape of being crushed by a falling 
roof which missed them only by a few feet. Tho 
streets were kept by a Oompany of the Dorset 
Regiment and the Military Police who also 
rendered great assistance in bringing up the 
water carts, whose mules kept slipping on the 
asphalte pavement. A party of Royal Engineers 
were brought up to the spot with some gan 
cotton but it was considered advisable not to 
blow up any of the houses in consequence of the 
crowded nature of the neighbourhood. His 
Excellency Lewa Settle Pasha and Captain 
Gailding, who were both at Lady Cromer’s dance, 
were present all the evening, as were also 
Colonel Phivbs, Capt. Phipps and several ‘other 
officers of the Dorset. The fice was still emoulder- 
ing yesterday morniug up to 8 or 9 o'clock. 
Two policemen were badly injured by the fall 
of » sky-light. 


Periodically there arises in Oairo an onatory 
ageinst the aathoritios for their failare to provide 
hydrants throughout the city which conld be 
used in cases of fire, The supply of water on 
such ocoasions comes at present from the taps 
which are stationed at intervals slong the streets 
and bas to be carried to the ecene of the fire in 
carts. This source of supply is of coarse 
inadequate to fight against any extensive con- 
fiagration and the want of proper hydrants is a 
standing danger tothe town. If high wind had 
happened to be blowing in Osiro on Wednesday 
night it would have been impossible to have 
prevented a very serious loss of property, and 
perhaps of Jife, with the small amotnt of water 
at the disposal of the fire brigade.

Sir,—I venture to trespass upon your columns 
in order to ask if nothing can be done by the 
aathorities of this city to check the practise of 
driving through the streets of “Alexandria so 
rapidly that foot passengers aré often in serious 
danger of injury to life or limb. 

Any one who walke slong the Rosetta Road 
for instance on Suandsy afternoons must have 
noticed in how reckless a manner the carriage 
drivers force their horses to gallop especially 
when retarning from the Promenade. It is 
sometimes positively dangeroks to attempt 
crossing che road ! \ 

I know that if a complaint be addressed to the 
Police authorities notice will be taken of it—and 
if the offending driver’s number be given, the 
man will be panished. Bat I submit thet it is 
the daty of the authorities to prevent each reckless 
driving without waiting for private information. 

Would it not be possible to station two or 
three of the Earopean Sergeants of Police, along 
the main roads, espocislly on the Sanday after- 
noons, to take the numbere of such drivers as 
offend in the way I have indicated and next 
morning these men might be summoned and 
fined or otherwise punished. 

A few examples mede woald I am convinced do 
much to prevent the reckless and farious driving 
which is so common, 

Ooly a short time back one of my servants was 
alightiog from a carriage, when another carriage 
driven at fall speed came upoao him. The poor ° 
man was knocked down his arm broken and hé 
was otherwise seriously injared. He was not in 
any way to blame but will now be laid up for at 
least a month. 

Surely something might ba done by the 
authorities to mitigate or prevent thie noisance. 

It is not fair to lay th» barden of giving 
information on private persons. It is the daty 
of the suthoritie« to provide for the public 
safety.
